(1900 - continued) 

( 1941 ) Nazi police attacked, driven away from Koco 
in Amsterdam by young Jews; roundup of Jews in 
Amsterdam occurred; concentration camp at 
Amersfoort opened; German Jews in the Netherlands 
declared stateless. 

( 1942 ) Japan declared war against the Netherlands; 
Japanese forces invaded Dutch East Indies; Nazis 
executed 72 in Sachsenhausen; Jews transported 
from Holland to extermination camp. 

( 1943 ) US mistakenly bombed Rotterdam, 326 
killed; Dutch struck against forced labour in Nazi 
German's war industry; Jews rioted in Amsterdam 
against Germans; Willem Kolff invented first 
dialysis machine. 

( 1944 ) Nazi troops executed 96 prisoners by firing 
squad; 99 inhabitants of Tulle were hung; last 
transport of Dutch Jews, including A nn e Frank, left 
for Auschwitz; 65,000 Dutch Nazi collaborators fled 
to Germany (Mad Tuesday); British and American 
troops parachuted into Holland to capture Arnhem 
Bridge; thousands of British troops killed by 
Germans at Arnhem Bridge.

When a few Neerlandia Members decided that they were going on a cruise from Brisbane to Papua New 
Guinea and adjoining Islands from the 28th of May until the 9th of June, others joined as well with the 
end result that 9 Members finished going together, had a ball and following are some of the highlights. 
Most of the group arrived in Brisbane a few days earlier, stayed in the same hotel and did some 
sightseeing around Brisbane. Nearby was a Ferry Terminal and it is a great way to see the City, as you 
can hop off and back on again, whenever you want to. 

Three of us also made a bus tour to Mt Cootha, where we enjoyed the view and had an ice-cream. 

Then the Cruise. We were picked up from our hotel to board the Pacific Aria. We soon settled into our 
respective cabins and explored the various bars and eating places on the ship. We usually gathered for 
breakfast in the “Pantry”. (I bet Henri really misses it.) 

During the day we did our own thing and caught up with each other whenever we wanted to, as you can 
see Bruni, Camille and Margaret doing dance-exercises, great fun to watch as well. There were films, 
lectures and many other activities as well on the sea days. 

The first port of call was Alotau, where we did a tour of their Cultural Centre, where there were lots of 
different Dance Groups. We also talked to the locals and visited the various stalls. Bruni and the men set 
off to Milne Bay where they visited the Australian War Memorial and the War Graves, which they found 
rather interesting, although the graves were rather neglected. 

Next port of call was to be Kitava, but unfortunately, there was quite a big swell, which made it too 
dangerous for the tenders to take us to the shore, so another sea day. 

Rabaul was the next port we visited, welcoming us was a group of Dancers from the island, who 
performed tirelessly, while the passengers disembarked 

We had a private tour in an air-conditioned bus, which was great. We were taken to a seismographic 
station, which monitors the active volcano Tavurvu. Tremors occur quite frequently. We could tell this 
from the state of the roads, which were full of irregularities and dusty from the volcanic ash. 

We visited the hot springs near the base of the volcano and the water was indeed boiling hot with steam 
rising from it. (no swimming) 

We were always glad to get away from the heat and be back onboard in the lovely air-conditioning and 
to enjoy a nice coffee or something alcoholic. The cocktails were great!!!

Kiriwina Island was the next place we visited, going ashore again by tender. No organized tour, but 
plenty of local guides, who could take you on a walking tour of their Village.

Conflict Island was the last of the islands we visited, again tenders and we landed at a long, long pontoon, 
which swayed in the water and it was not easy to walk on for us, it looked like it was put together with 
lego pieces. When you finally reached the shore, you sunk ankle deep in the very course sand. 

After a trudge through the sand, the others reached the site where 
the glass bottom boat was anchored and they enjoyed a leisurely trip to view the coral and the tropical 
fish. 

All the islands we visited were pristine, no rubbish anywhere, no cigarette buds, no bikes, very few cars 
and the occasional pushbike. 

Unfortunately, that day our Tony was not well and spent the remainder of the trip in the ships 
hospital. 

He was well looked after and we even managed to play a game of “klaverjas” with him at this bedside, 
which relieved his boredom a bit. Once we landed in Brisbane, he had to stay a few more days in 
hospital, but after a few days he was allowed to fly home and he is getting better, with the new 
treatment he is on. 

The rest of us enjoyed the last couple of days at sea and all too soon we were back in Brisbane and were 
homeward bound.

Weert is a City in the Dutch province of 
Limburg and it has almost 50.000 
inhabitants. It is one of the largest Cities in 
Limburg. 

It is a lively old City, conveniently located on 
the border of North-Brabant, South-Limburg 
and Belgium and is often called: “The gate 
of Limburg”. 

In the vicinity, there are beautiful nature 


areas, where you can make lovely walking and cycling tours, as well as ride on horseback. 


History: 

Weert was first mentioned in a document in 1062. In that time it belonged to the County of 
Horn. This county was first governed from Horn, but later Weert became the capital City. 
From that time onwards, Weert got an urban update with canals, ramparts and gates. 

In 1414 Weert received market rights. Around 1500 the City experienced its golden age. 
Due to the disastrous 80-years war, Weert declined to become a country Town. A recovery 
began after the construction of the Zuid-Willemsvaart in 1825.

Recreation area “De IJzeren Man”. (The Iron Man.) 


Their best Nature Reserve is located on de borders of Belgium, North-Brabant and Limburg. 
It is the remnant of a swampy area with some higher, dry sand ridges rising above it. After 
partial reclamation it has become a mosaic of different landscapes with marshes, dunes, 
forests, moors, valleys and agricultural areas. 

Hikers, bikers, horseback riders and mountain bikers can explore at their own pace, along set 
routes. 

The IJzeren Man is a another recreation area and part of 
Kempenbroek. It is named after a lake that originated in 
1912 in a sand quarry. The area has a subtropical 
swimming pool, a petting Zoo, a Nature Camping area 
and a Visitors Centre, where staff and volunteers inform 
visitors about Nature and Geology with educational 
materials. 

Guided tours and Walking tours. During a guided City 
walk you can get acquainted with the past and present of 
Weert. The walk takes about 2 hours. Besides a City 

walk, there are several other hikes, such as a culinary walk and a walk to the urn field. 
Covered wagon ride. Take a wagon ride and enjoy the rustic 

surroundings of Weert. The wagon has space for up to 18 people and has an experienced 
facilitator.
